REPORTS OF OFFICERS 


Insp. O’Toole: I wish to call your at- 
tention to Act. No. 203 of the Public Acts 
of 1965—Michigan Law Enforcement Train- 
ing Council. This law was enacted for the 
purpose of establishing a basic training 
school for the State of Michigan. This is 
to be State operated in its entirety, and 
there are certain regulations that we must 
fulfill; if we are to come under it. Should 
we qualify, the State will reimburse local 
police agencies in the amount of one half 
the student’s base pay for 120 hours. In 
order that we may become eligible for this, 
we must first have our training school ac- 
credited with the Michigan Law Enforce- 
ment Council, further we must have our 
instructors accredited with this same or- 
ganization. We have had discussion with 
Mr. Noel Bufe, Executive Secretary, of 
this Council, and there is no question in 
his mind but that we are qualified. They 
require 120 hours be given all police officers, 
where our schedule now is 342 hours that 
we give all our recruits as they come in. 


In order that we can be considered for 
an accreditation to this particular school, 
we must get a resolution or an ordinance 
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from our City Council in which it is set 
out just what our standards and subjects 
are. I have a model here which follows 
about all of our regulations for patrolman, 
and their standards are below ones we 
have set forth. We have no problems in 
this area; the only thing that stops us 
would be the writing of the ordinance or 
the resolution. I am bringing this to this 
body’s attention for an endorsement, if you 
see fit, so that we can then present it to 
the City Attorney for preparation of an 
ordinance so that we can come under this. 


Comm. Kelly stated he would like to have 
time to study this proposal before taking 
any action. 


The Chairman directed Inspector O’Toole 
to provide copies for each board member 
of the brochure from this Council.

Dear Sir: 

Our No. 5 Ladder Truck was purchased 
in September of 1941. It is now nearly 27 
years of age and the years have taken their 
toll. For example, the frame has been re- 
paired three times: in 1949, 1954 and again 
last December. 


In January of 1955 we completely over- 
hauled the engine. The engine now has a 
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crack in the right side of the block from 
the water jacket out. This is caused from 
age, having simply corroded through. We 
worked on this engine recently, using parts 
from old No. 1 Ladder that was scrapped 
a year ago. To fix this engine properly, a 
new short block assembly is necessary at a 
cost of $4,000.00. 


The water tank for the high pressure 
pump is rusting through and is starting 
to leak. A new tank would cost about 
$350.00. The road transmission has to be 
removed and overhauled. The brake system 
was overhauled July 25, 1956. If it is 
necessary to leave this unit in service the 
brake system should be modernized, at an 
estimated cost of $400.00. The bearings 
on the turntable are pitted and chipped, 
making rotation smoothly impossible. Esti- 
mated turntable repair cost is $1,000.00. 

Therefore I would like to request that No. 
5 Ladder Truck be removed from active 
service and placed in reserve to be used 
for training purposes and reserve only, 
until] such time that it can be replaced or 
scrapped. It is my opinion that this ap- 
paratus in its present condition is unsafe 
for first line duty.

The meeting was called to order by the 
Chairman. The secretary announced the 
presence of a quorum. It was moved by 
Mr. Kloeckner, seconded by Mr. Dodson, 
that the minutes of the April meeting be 
approved as printed. Motion carried. 


The first order of business was Centri- 
fuse, Inc. Mr. Ellsworth reported that 
they expect to have all bids by July 15, 
1967. All bidders were asked to bid on 
the same type of plan to facilitate evalua- 
tion. They have engaged an engineer to 
evaluate bids. A discussion followed. It 
was moved by Mr. Ray, seconded by Mr. 
Dodson, that we acknowledge receipt of 
the report placing the company substan- 
tially on schedule and request that they 
report further progress at our next meet- 
ing.

Mr. Pesterfield reported that his inves- 
tigation of the complaint regarding cement 
dust showed that the cement trucks were 
covered and moving slowly enough to pre- 
vent losing their load. He feels that trucks 
carrying excavation dirt present the prob- 


lem but there is no ordinance requiring 
covering for this purpose. The engineer 
recommends that we close this complaint.
